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" Do tell me just how to cook a 
ham," said an inexperienced house- 
keeper to a friend who was noted 
for her culinary knowledge. "I 
have looked in four cook-books and 
I can find nothing plain and simple 
enough for my cook to follow; they 
all assume that the hatn is boiled, 
or half boiled, when they proceed 
to treal it in more elaborate fashion, 
and I have not an idea how to 
begin even I have bought my 
ham 1 know enough for that, and 
I know what are the best hams in 
the market. Now begin and tell 
me just what to do with it until it 
is ready to serve cold on the table." 

" It is very simple," said hei 
friend, " but I know it is as yon 
say; it is just the simple, obvious 
knowledge, that it is hardest to find 
written rules foi. First, soak 
your ham all night in water, which 
should cover il entirely. Then 
set it on the lire to boil. The rule 
for boiling a ham i minutes 

to each pound, so you can easily 
tell by weighing il the exact length 
of time that will lie necessary to 
cook it. When it is half boiled 
change the water, and to the last 
boiling add a cupful of molasses. 
When it is done set il lo OOol, 
and when it is cold enough, skin it 
and put il In the oven, to bake until 

the whole is nioely browned. Some 

people sprinkle it before putting it 
in the oven, with brown sugar, 
which forms a sort of glaze 

"This is the simplest way ot 
cooking a ham, and there is none 
better in mv estimation ; lint there 
are all sorts of fads about what 
will give it various peculiar flavors, 
and many are the suggestions for 
Ihe last boiling. Some epicures 
cook it in champagne just at (he 
last, others in beer; many lard il 
with cloves. An old Southern cook 
1 once had, had a way of covering 
the whole ham aflei it was skinned 
with a dough pasie made of flour 
an 1 water and then putting it Into 
Ihe oven to bake. Phis she claim- 
ed confined all Ihe juice to the ham, 
and the results she obtained were 
certainly delicious

a phonograph. 

Orris Benson, the blind and deaf 
boy, then took the instrument and 
wis able to express Ihe feeling he 
heard from the music and also able 
to hear the various words spoken 
to him through the Akoulalion. 

Vernon Birek and several other, 
boys followed with same result. 

On Saturday evening, the mem- 
bers of the Fan wood Llterarj As 
sociation were entertained by the 

Seventh Oral (Trade. The evening 
was very pleasantly occupied. 
There were some interesting read 
ings and a debate by the members 
of the class The debate was vety 
hotly contested ou each side, and 
much excitement prevailed during 
the time il whs uoing on.

Young Orris Benson, the deaf, 
dumb and blind rival of Helen 
Keller, whose novel sensation en 
first hcaiing spoken words and 
music were doseil>ed in yeslerdav's 
Hi arid, is the "star" pupil of the 
Slate Instiluton tor the Instruction 
"f Deaf-Mates, at li;:?d Street and 
the North River. 

His father was a country carpen- 
ter, living in Giahanivillc, N Y 
From the time when in infancy 
disease left the boy deaf, dumb and 
blind he had received no instruction 
until, at eight, years of age, he was 
hrought to the New York institu- 
tion, lie is now a youth of no men 
accoinplis'inieiits, and Colonel 
Enoch II. Curiler and his associates 
lie justly proud of the ladV 
achievements, lie is a caster of 
ihc manual language, reading il 
rapidly by sense ol touch alone. Bj 
a purely mechanical process he has 
also been taught to speak many 
words and even sentences in- 
telligibly, and for several years ha> 
been accustomed to reply orally ti 
questions asked him by his teach- 
ers in me sign language. Curiously 
enough, while he readily plead- 
guilty to total deafness and blind- 
ness, he no longer admits that he is 
mute, and on that subject exhibit* 
a certain pride and sensitiveness 
lbs teachers usually understand 
his spoken efforts readily. A

One of the greatest triumphs of

For the pioticicncy which the 

afflicted boy has attained in the use 

of the sign language he is chiefly 
indeb'ed '0 the painstaking work of 
Miss Ida Montgomery. She taught 

him the manual alphabet by labo- 
riously spelling j| into the palm of 
his hand. In this way the Uoy soon 
began to know the names ol simple 
objects, and in a lew years he be 
came an expert. Then the more 
difficult task was undertaken of 
trying lo teach him to use his vocal 
organs. The teacher assigned to 
instruct him in this part of Ins 
education was Mi- 
Colonel Enoch H. Cnriier, the 
principal of the Institution, thus 



explains the method used by Mks 
Nixon:— "He learned the guttural 
sounds by placing the fingers of one 
hand on his teacher's throat and 
the fingers of his other hand on Ids 
own throat. For the aspirants lie 
placed his fingers in his teacher's 
mouth to touch the tongue and 
teeth. In this way he gradually 
learned the gut t urala and aspirants. 

To acquire the nasal sounds he 
placed a finger against the teacher's 
nose. 

" Every sound, you know, is pro- 
duced by a certain fixed position 
of the vocal organs. Forty-six of 
them produce English 'spoken 
sounds. The idea was to get I he 
elements of speech and effect the 
combination of sounds to produce 
the words. 

"It ropnired long practice and 
great palince to drill into the afflie- 
ed youth tlnse rudiments of speech, 
but lie lcccived the impressions so 
quickly, when all the difficult ciic 
unistanoos of the case are consider 
ed, ihat his progress was surprisint! 
lo his teachers. One year was re- 
quired to master the sounds alone 
Then came the mosl difficult Step of 
all— to effect the combination of 

rudimentary sounds into words. 

' The patience of pupil and 
teachers was rewarded, and Benson 

before long had a vocabulary of 
about forty words which he could 
speak Intelligibly. • I nee then he 
has largely increased it." 

SPEAKS IN A LOUD TONE. 

Most of young Benson's oral 
sentences can be understood, though 
he speaks mechanically and with 
only the crudest idea of inflection 
and modulation. His voice natural 
Iy is uncommonly strong, and. 
lacking as he does the sens* of hear- 
ing necessary to its proper modula- 
tion, bis tone la usually starllingly 
loud. 

Ii is believed that by the use or 
Mr.Ilutehison's devices Benson can 
soon be familiarized with the sound 
of his own voice ami the proper 
intonation of words. In this way 
his speeeb should gradually lose ils 
mechanical, half-incoherent char- 
acter and become natural and plea 
sadt to the ear. 

The perception and appreciation 
of musical sounds, whieh now be- 
comes a potential possibility in his 
life, is one to which his teachers 
hitherto have not dared to , aspire 
through I hey have long regsrded 
tin- i )0 y as a veritable genius. 

Speaking of bis attainments 
his teacher, Miss Nixon, said :— 

" Benson is taking the usual stud- 
ies— history, geography, lauguage 

i ml arithmetic. The speed and 
accuracy of his work in menial 

irith luetic is really surprising. In 
geography he readily puts together a 

lectlonsl map of the United stales. 

and with a rapid touch he can 
Identify-any one of the State*, If you 

hand it to him separately. On a 
relief map his fingers easily loc ite 
cities, rivers and the several 
mountain ranges, with all of which 
he is familiar. He took a great In- 
terest in the Spanish war. and 
through the aid of his boy friends 
who can read the papers he kepi 
w-ll posted in all its principal 
■ •venls. During those days he 
passed much of his leisure time 
whittling out with his penknife 
little models of battleships, 
schooners and other boats.

Ail who have bees to Niagara 
know that the cataract is divided 
by Goat Island, the larger portion 
of the fall being on the Canadian 
ride of the river. This part is 
known as the HoTMSboc Fall and 
whb so named because years ago it 
was identical with a horseshoe in 
shape A few years* ago a V shap- 
ed iireak occurred toward the New 
York side, and since then other 
changes have taken place, until 
to-day the Boraeaboc Fall is mote 
like its original form, but clearly 
shows th« effects of the wearing of 
the waters. 

Many people fail to see how the 
falls wear tke rock away, and this 
is a little mystery until the exact 
conditions are realized. The ledge 
of rock ovei which the water ol 
both the American and Horseshoe 
falls flow is of hard limestore. It 
is all of 90 feet thick and naturally 
very heavy. Underneath this ledge 
of limestone there are the shales ol 
tl.e Niagara Ideality. This soft 
lock i« many feet thick. The rock 
of the Horseshoe Fall is unprotected, 
and as the water falls over the 
precipice and boils in the rivet 
below it washes away the soft shale 
beneath the limestone, so that the 
limestone is left in shelf-like form, 
projecting far out into the gorge, 
-'•rvant visitors to the falls have 
no doubt noticed this condition. 

In the course of time the shale 
foundation of the limestone ledge is 
excavated to such a jH>irit that the 
itpported ledge breaks away by 
its own weight, and the crest line 
of the Horseshrte Fall recedes so 
much farther. Then the water 
attacks the newly exposed shale, 
and in time the process outlined is 
repented. This has been going 00 
for centuries, and it will continue 
until the Falls of Niagara are no 
more.- Philadephia Record.
